DOUBLE TRIUMPH FOR LABOUR... 

Mrs Moon retains seat, 
but Tories target 2020 


Bridgend county 
borough’s two 
parliamentary 
constituencies 
were both won by 
Labour - a pair 
of seats going to 
plan on a night 
when there were 
so many shocks in 
other areas. 

However, Madeleine 
Moon’s majority in 
Bridgend fell slightly, 
from 2,263 to 1,927, 
and the Conservatives 
wrned that they would 
be targeting the seat 
next time round. 

Huw Irranca-Davies 
defended Ogmore, 
which confirmed its 
position as Labour’s 
safest seat in Wales. 

It was a night when 
pollsters were left with 
egg on their faces and 
even those hard-nosed 
realists, the betting 
companies, found their 
predictions going awry. 

This was best 
demonstrated by 
comparing Bridgend 
and the neighbouring 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

The two incumbents, 
Mrs Moon and Alun 
Cairns were both 
favourites with all the 
betting companies, but 
the odds were very 
different. 

Mr Cairns was 
defending a majority of 
4,000 and was priced at 
3/1 on. Mrs Moon, 
defending a smaller 
majority of 2,263, was 
nevertheless a red hot 


favourite rating of 25/1 
on. On that rating, the 
one to race home with 
an increased majority 
should have been 
Madeleine Moon, but in 
fact it was Mr Cairns, 
who now has a majority 
of almost 7,000. 

There were, of 
course, differences 
between the seats. 

The Vale was fiercely 
contested by Labour and 
the Conservatives, as 
the seat was No 63 on 
labour’s target list. Both 
sides threw considerable 


resources at it. 

In contrast, Bridgend 
was a low-key 
campaign, due largely 
to the sad death of 
Madeleine Moon’s 
husband, Steve. 

It meant that Labour 
did not campaign at all 
for the first three weeks. 

On election night, she 
was conscious of this, 
and made a point of 
apologising, and 
thanking the other 
candidates for their 
understanding in her 
acceptance speech. 


The Conservatives 
were encouraged by 
eating into Mrs Moon’s 
majority, and a source 
indicated that they 
would be targeting 
Bridgend in future 
elections, saying: 
“Meirion Jenkins was 
an excellent candidate 
who fought the seat 
with great 

determination - even 
though he broke his leg 
early in the campaign.”

'Porthcawl car park 
ruinous for high heels,’ 

SAYS A TORY AM 


SHADOW Welsh 
Tourism Minister 
Suzy Davies is 
calling for 
Porthcawl’s main 
car park to be 
upgraded. 

The Welsh 

Conservative regional 
AM for South Wales 
West, said that the 
Hillsboro Place car park 
was in a disgraceful 
state. 

“This is the gateway 
to Porthcawl town 
centre and it gives a 
terrible impression to 
visitors,” she said. “It is 
full of potholes and 
there are whole areas 
where there is no proper 
surfacing - just loose 
gravel. It is ruinous on 
high heels and almost 
impossible for someone 
pushing a wheelchair or 
a pushchair to negotiate. 

“It simply is not good 
enough - either for 
Porthcawl residents 
wishing to support local 
shops, or the thousands 
of visitors who come to 
the resort.”

Recycling efforts 
helping to cut 
carbon footprint 


THANKS to the 
outstanding efforts 
of residents, 

recycling services in 
Bridgend County 
Borough (BCBC) 
have once again 
been ranked among 
the best in the UK 
for ‘carbon 

benefits’. 

With 57 per cent of 
local waste being 
recycled each week, less 
carbon emissions are 
being produced here than 
most other areas of the 
country, and residents are 
being urged to keep up 
the good work! 

Waste consultancy 
Eunomia’s annual report 
into the environmental 
performance of local 
authorities has found that 
the recycling service 
provided by BCBC and 
its waste partner Kier 
Services led to a saving 
of 93 kilograms of 
carbon per person in 
2013/14. 

The result puts BCBC 
in the top ten per cent in 
the UK, and is another 
example of how 
recycling helps the 
planet. 

Recycling reduces 
each household’s carbon 
footprint in many ways. 
For example, harmful 
methane gas is produced 
by materials on landfill 
sites, so cutting down on 
the amount of waste sent 
to landfill helps to reduce 
the greenhouse gases that 
escape into the 


atmosphere. 

Another benefit from 
recycling is the fact that 
making products out of 
recycled items uses much 
less energy than is 
required to make 
products from raw 
materials. 

Coun Phil White, 
BCBC cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“We all know that if we 
recycle then we can 
make sure that materials 
are put to good use 
instead of them just 
going into landfill. But 
it’s also interesting to 
hear that less landfill 
means less pollution. By 
recycling as much as 
possible we can make a 
real impact on our 
environment and I would 
like to say a huge thanks 
to local residents for 
being so committed to 
recycling. 

“However, we can still 
do more and aim for an 
even higher recycling 
rate, so I would urge any 
households who aren’t 
currently recycling with 
our weekly collections to 
get involved. It’s easy to 
start recycling, and these 
figures demonstrate just 
how much of a positive 
impact can be made by 
residents recycling as 
much as possible.”

PENSIONERS 
injured in a bus 
crash on the M4 
have had an 
emotional reunion 
with the off-duty 
health worker who 
tended to them at 
the scene, Sue 
Salvatore-Davies, 
when they met her 
for the first time 
since January’s 
traumatic events. 

Sue was travelling 
from her Porthcawl 
home to the Midlands to 
visit her dad, when she 
saw the pile-up on the 
M4 near Cardiff. 

The senior healthcare 
support worker at 
Morriston Hospital’s Ty 
01 wen hospice, who also 
works in Singleton 
Hospital, immediately 
pulled over to see what 
she could do to help. 

After seeing to an 
injured woman in a car. 
Sue looked after those 
on the bus until the 
emergency services 
arrived - and afterwards, 
remaining there for more 
than three hours. 

The accident involved 
four cars and a small 
coach taking a group of 
Maesteg pensioners to 
see a show in Cardiff. 

Although it led to 28 
people being taken to 
four different hospitals - 
almost half of them 
going to Princess of 
Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend - there were 
no life-threatening 
injuries. 

The pensioners, many 
of them still not yet fully 



recovered, were reumtei 
with Sue during a tea 
party in Maesteg. 

It was held in Our 
Lady and St Patrick’s 
Catholic Church and 
hosted by town mayor 
Phil Jenkins on behalf of 
the Catholic community. 

One of the pensioners, 
80-year-old Gladys 
Quirin, suffered head 
and other injuries, and 
recalls being in and out 
of consciousness after 
the crash. 

“Sue was there, 
talking to me. She was 
beautiful. I cannot thank 
her enough for helping 
me. She kept talking to 
me. I felt comforted, 
having her there.” 

Husband and wife 
Stan and Morwena 
Pearce were also on the 
bus. Stan, aged 77, 
recalled how he 
panicked when he 
couldn’t find his wife, 
before seeing Sue with 
her, putting a pillow 
under her head. 

Meanwhile, 75-year- 
old Morwena’s memory 
immediately after the 
accident was of Sue 
holding her hand, telling 
her not to move. 

Morwena, who is still 
receiving treatment for a 


fractured spine, said: 
“Sue was wonderful, 
taking care of us all. 

She put a blanket over 
me to make sure I was 
warm, because I was on 
the floor. 

“She kept coming 
back to see if I was 
okay. She was just 
wonderful to everybody 
on the bus.” 

Morwena also paid 
tribute to the paramedics 
and emergency crews as 
well as hospital staff. 

Sue didn’t leave until 
the last passenger was 
safely taken from the 
coach - more than three 
hours later. After that 
she continued on to 
Coventry. 

Sue was a district 
healthcare support 
worker with Marie Curie 
for 17 years. She has 
been with the hospital 
palliative care team, 
based in Ty Olwen, for 
the last three and a half 
years. 

She said the reunion 
had been very moving. 

“It was really nice, 
seeing everybody again. 
There was this instant 
warmth between us 
because I’d been with 
them at the most

Organ donation opt 
out to come into law 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is supporting 
the Welsh Government’s 
campaign to raise awareness of 
new organ donation choices 
which come into effect later 
this year. 

On December 1, 2015, Wales will 
become the first UK country to 
introduce a ‘soft opt out’ legislation on 
organ donation. From that date 
onwards, everyone aged over 18 in 
Wales will have the option of opting in 
or out of organ donation, and if you 
have not registered a decision then you 
will be treated as having no objection 
to being an organ donor. 

BCBC, along with Wales’ largest 
building society. Principality, are two 
of the first organisations to sign up in 
support of the ‘Time to Talk’ public 
communications campaign and will be 
working with the Welsh Government 
to provide information to their 


employees about the impending 
changes to the law. 

Coun Mel Nott, the Leader of 
BCBC, said: “The new system will 
help to make everyone’s organ 
donation decision clearer and families 
will know that their loved one could 
have opted out if they didn’t want to be 
a donor. 

“There is no need for anyone to take 
any action right now as the current opt- 
in system of organ donation remains in 
place until December 1. But it is vital 
to start talking to your family and 
friends about your decision, and we are 
pleased to help rase awareness of this 
important matter.” 

“Everyone in Wales will receive 
information before the new system 
comes into force. As with the current 
system, people will be able to register 
a decision to donate all organs and 
tissues or to select specific organs or 
tissues.”

Pencoed pupils link up 
with university on DNA

biomedical sciences 
at Cardiff 
University, the 
school’s biology

PARENTS Hannah and Ian Hicks experienced 
mixed emotions when they found out they were 
expecting their second child. 

Although excited by the news, they were also 
terrified that their unborn baby would have the same 
life-limiting condition as their daughter, Alice. 

It was during their 20-week scan that the couple 
found out that little Alice had hydranencephaly. The 
condition means that her brain isn’t fully formed and 
she is sadly expected to die in childhood. 

Thankfully, scans revealed that their second child 
was healthy but it was still a stressful nine months 
for the Cardiff couple as they waited for their 
daughter, Sophia, to be bom. 

“I had scans every four weeks, to make sure 
everything was okay,” said Hannah. “Even though 
we were told that there was a one in a million chance 
that Sophia would have the same condition, we still 
couldn’t fully relax until she was bom. It was such 
a relief when we found out she was fine.” 

Alice was referred to Ty Hafan, the hospice for 
children in Wales at Sully when she was a few weeks 
old, after she spent her first 15 days fighting for her 
life at the neo-natal unit at the University Hospital of 
Wales. 

“As it became increasingly clear the doctors could 
do nothing more to help her, they suggested we took 
her for end-of-life care at Ty Hafan,” said Ian. 
“Being told by our doctors that we would have to go 
to Ty Hafan felt like the end, but it turned out to be 
a new beginning.” 

Alice pulled through those early weeks and, at 20 
months old, is now doing incredibly well, with 
specialists even discussing the possibility of her 
going to school in the future. Hannah said; “She is 
almost two and is doing so much better than anyone 
ever predicted. She is verbalising and tries to say 
mamma. It’s so nice to see her improving.” 

The new family addition has completed the 
family. Hannah said: “Having two girls under two is 
wonderful but it can be hard work at times! They 
already have an amazing bond and we adore both of 
them.” 


Ty Hafan’s support doesn’t stop for the family, 
who recently visited the hospice for short-break care. 
“There are so many ways Ty Hafan continues to be 
there for our family,” said Ian, “from the visits and 
phone calls from our family support practitioner, 
Hayley, to the short breaks we have at the hospice. 

“They help make sure every moment we have 
with Alice is spent creating memories that will last 
forever. We know that when the time comes, and 
Alice reaches the end of her life, they will support us 
through that, too.” 

The family is again supporting the charity’s 
summer Precious Moments appeal, being launched 
in Children’s Hospice Week (May 11-17) to raise 


vital funds for Ty Hafan. 

Jenna Lewis, Ty Hafan’s Head of Individual 
Giving, said: “Making Every Moment Count’ is the 
theme for this year’s Children’s Hospice Week. Our 
Precious Moments appeal highlights the importance 
of creating memories and the crucial role that Ty 
Hafan plays in helping families make the most of the 
time they have left together. 

“We hope the public supports our appeal so we 
can help more families like Alice’s in need of our 
support.”

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Shopkeeper is sentenced 
for trading in legal highs^ 


A BRIDGEND 
shopkeeper has 
been fined, after 
pleading guilty to 
supplying so-called 
‘legal highs’. 

In a case brought by 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council’s 
Trading Standards 
recently, Cardiff Crown 
Court heard how a range 
of new psychoactive 
products with names 
such as ‘Go Gaine’ 
‘Exodus’ and ‘Rush’ 
were being sold from 
Atif Iqbal’s ‘Izzit’ shop 
on Nolton Street. 

The Trading Standards 
investigation, which was 
supported by South 
Wales Police, began after 
a number of complaints 
were received about 
‘legal highs’ being 
available at the store, and 
concerns were raised 
about the effect such 
products were having on 
those consuming them. 

Following an 

undercover test purchase 
of one of the products, 
Mr Iqbal’s entire stock of 


the substances was 
seized and samples 
submitted for analysis. 

While confusing 
labelling described the 
products as being 
‘research chemicals’, 
‘room deodorisers’ and 
‘not for human 
consumption’, the 
member of staff serving 
the officer gave clear 
guidance as to the 
manner in which they 
were intended to be 
taken. 

Mr Iqbal was 
sentenced on Monday, 
April 27, after he had 
entered guilty pleas at an 
earlier hearing. He was 
fined a total of £3,960 for 
six offences under the 
General Product Safety 
Regulations and ordered 
to pay £4,000 in costs, 
together with a victim 
surcharge of £120.

The UKIP campaign had a number 
of former Tories in their ranks, and 
they were pleased when Caroline Jones 
came third, with almost 6,000 votes. 

Spokesman Chris Smart said: “Our 
share of the vote showed there was 
great interest in UKIP. I don’t think this 
was just a case of getting Lib-Dem 
votes - although their vote did 
collapse. We found people coming over 
to us from both Labour and the 


Conservatives.” 

There were 10 candidates in 
Bridgend, and only the first four home 
retained their deposits. In Ogmore, 
where seven candidates stood, it was 
again only the first four who hung on 
to their £500.

“While, as the name 
states, these drugs are 
legal, they can induce all 
manner of health issues 
of similar effects to the 
real thing. Those taking 
legal highs have been 
known to suffer from 
breathing difficulties, 
heart palpitations, 
hallucinations, seizures 
and comas. 

“They can come in 
powder form, pills and 
herbal materials, and 
they do look similar to 
the controlled drugs that 
they imitate. These 
drugs can be very 
dangerous as it is not 
possible to predict the 
side effects, or the long 
term health risks which 
can result from their 
use.” 

Inspector Weber 
added: “My Bridgend 
officers and PCSOs have 
spent a lot of time 
policing the problems 
caused by ‘legal high’ 
abuse, and have worfed 
hard to compile the 
evidence needed to 
justify this result.”

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‘SEISMIC’ RESULTS STUN THE PARTIES 

How small numbers 
had massive impact in 
shock general election 


ONE of the puzzles of the general election 
is how such a surprise - seismic and 
shocking are just two of the adjectives 
bandied about - can be triggered by such 
small numbers. 

Consider the following figures - the swing from 
Labour to Conservative in the constituencies that 
are in The OEM’s circulation area. 

In Bridgend, where Labour’s Madeleine Moon 
held her seat, the swing from Labour to 
Conservative was all of 0.5 per cent. 

In Ogmore, Huw Irranca-Davies also held it for 
Labour with a swing to the Conservatives of 0.6 per 
cent. 

In the Vale, number 63 in Labour’s top 100 
targets, Alun Cairns increased his majority but even 
here the swing from Labour to the Conservatives 
was only 2.28 per cent. 

The only seat to go against this tide was Cardiff 
South and Penarth, where Labour’s Stephen 
Doughty increased his majority, with the swing 
reversed, going from Conservative to Labour to the 
tune of 2.8 per cent. 

These don’t look like the sort of numbers that can 
change the political landscape, but they did. 

You would not at first glance imagine that a 
Labour leader would need to fall on his sword so 
quickly - but Ed Miliband was gone before lunch 
the following day. 


Of course, the polling organisations - misled by 
the “shy Tories” - had predicted a swing in the other 
direction, so everyone (including the media) was 
completely caught out. 

You can’t help wondering if Ed Miliband would 
have felt obliged to hurry off so quickly if the earlier 
polls had been more accurate. As it was, that 
‘shocking’ exit poll left everyone stunned. 

The big numbers in this election were to be found 
outside of the top two - as the collapse in the Lib- 
Dem vote was more dramatic than anyone could 
have foreseen. 

In the four seats listed in this article, the Lib- 
Dems lost their deposit in each one. ‘Carnage’ 
seems to be the only appropriate word. 

In 2010 in the Vale, Eluned Parrot polled 7,403, 
but last Thursday, David Morgan recorded just 
1,309 - a staggering fall of over 6,000 votes. 

In Bridgend, the Lib-Dems fell from 8,658 in 
2010 to 1,648 - more than 7,000. 

In Cardiff South and Penarth, the Lib-Dem vote 
plummeted from 9,875 to 2,318 - a fall of 7,657. 

In Ogmore, the fall was still bad, but smaller - 
from 5,260 to 1,072 - more than 4,000. 

So, where did the Lib-Dem vote go? It’s tempting 
to say that they went to UKIP, but that is an over¬ 
simplification. 

Anyway, in each seat the UKIP vote is up, but not 
by as many as there were Lib-Dem defections.

that some Lib-Dem votes had traditionally been 
‘protest votes’ - and she felt that those had gone to 
UKIP. 

However, the destination of committed Lib- 
Dems was more complex. 

Kevin Mahoney, who stood for UKIP in the Vale, 
told The GEM; “I expected some Lib-Dem voters to 
go to Labour, although I’m sure that we did get a 
share. 

“However, in Barry we felt that Labour voters 
were switching to us - and the fear of a Labour SNP 
link-up was the biggest factor there.” 

Eor Plaid Cymru, it was another frustrating 
election. No deposits were lost in the four seats 
below, but some of the candidates came pretty close. 

There had been hopes that Leanne Wood’s group 
hug with Nicola Sturgeon and Natalie Bennett at the 
candidates’ debate would sprinkle a bit of Scots 
Nats’ magic on the party, but it proved to be illusory. 

The four seats represent two extremes in one 
way. Campaigning was very energetic in the Vale, 
with the Conservatives putting all their resources 
into defending the seat, while Labour were reported 
to have switched some canvassers from Cardiff 
North to the Vale. 

Bridgend was very different, due to the sad death 
of Madeleine Moon’s husband, Steve. Mrs Moon 
told The GEM that Labour did not campaign at all 
for the first three weeks, and the tragic event meant 
that it was all very low-key. 

In the end though, the result wasn’t far out of step 
with the other local seats. It tends to confirm the line 
of thought that says that UK national issues such as 
the economy, and how the respective leaders 
performed, were the key elements. 

Eor UKIP, Kevin Mahoney said he was looking 
forward to the Assembly elections in 12 months 
time, and one suspects that the other parties are 
not - with the exception of the Conservatives. 

The Welsh Conservative Leader Andrew RT 
Davies AM, said: “This has been an incredible night 
for Welsh Conservatives. 

“These results are a giant leap forward for the 
party and I am extremely pleased for all our 
Members of Parliament - and for every candidate in 
Wales; all have made huge efforts during this 
campaign. 

“This success is testament to our huge progress 
and good work for our country.” 

He congratulated Alun Cairns, saying: “Alun’s 
increased majority was a reward for the hard work 
which he has undertaken on behalf of his 
constituents here in the Vale.” 

Mr Davies added: “Another winner should not be 
forgotten. With Byron, Chris and James now joining 
Glyn and David (as MPs), I am glad to see the name 
Davies making further huge strides north and south 
- east and west!”

slogan “MI5 not 9 to 5” 
Qasim and clear Pearce’s but aside from that I am 
very much in the dark. 

Any worries that The 
Greater Good was a 
treat for fans only, 
however, were soon 
assuaged by a solidly 
realised film that 
certainly makes passing 
nods to the past, but also 
looks firmly to a future, 
playing like a British 
take on 24, full of twists 
and turns, drama and 
spectacle. While it 
never quite makes the 
leap from good to great, 
it’s still an espionage 
drama well worth 
investing in, fan or no 
fan. 

More than just a 
procession of shoot-outs 
and set-pieces. The 
Greater Good aims for 
the mind, fashioning a 
story where you can’t 
trust anyone at face 
value and that anything 


could happen at any 
moment. 

This edge of your seat 
storytelling is not just 
compelling but also 
wonderfully taut - you 
don’t need gun fights to 
create tension, just two 
characters warily 
assessing the situation 
and the fact that neither 
knows what the other 
may or may not do. 

The story here is 
anchored around series 
mainstay Peter Firth as 
Harry Pearce, and his 
attempts to get to the 
bottom of how a terrorist 
suspect escaped custody. 
While the posters would 
have you think 
otherwise. Firth is very 
much to the forefront of 
the story, and while Kit 
Harrington may do the 
physical lifting, it’s 
Firth’s tremendous 
performance that drives 
the story. 

Quietly charismatic, 
Pearce will go to great 
lengths for the titular 
greater good (a point 
rather too broadly 
hammered home in the 
film’s climax) and it’s 
his murky moral 
compass that provides 
the real meat here, the 
film asking questions of 
what is right and what is 
wrong. 

Harrington impresses 
as the former spy 
coerced into chasing 
down Harry, even if he 


isn’t overly good at 
doing it, Pearce always 
seemingly outwitting to 
an almost embarrassing 
degree; indeed, as the 
wonderful Tim 
Mclnnemy wonderfully 
puts it; “I can see why 
he decommissioned 
you”. 

Yet aside from this, 
Harrington provides a 
solid outing with a 
relatively 
underdeveloped 
character, acting as the 
audience’s eyes and ears. 

Director Bharat 
Nalluri’s TV background 
does show in the visual 
economy of the piece, 
but he imbues the piece 
with no end of tension 
and drama, cleverly 
highlighting the fact that 
you don’t necessarily 
need to go globetrotting 
to create a worthy spy 
thriller. 

Where the film does 
lose points is in having a 
villain whose reputation 
is greater than his 
actions, Elyes Gabel’s 
Qasim feeling no more 
than a rote terrorist, 
despite suggestions to 
the contrary, while some 
story strands feel ill- 
resolved (the fate of 
Will’s father, for 
example) and 
undercooked. 

However Spooks: The 
Greater Good is a 
dependable thriller that 
entertains without ever 


catching fire; it may 
have a little more cache 
for those fans of the 
series, but even 
newcomers will find 
much to savour here. 

VERDICT: A solidly 
satisfying big screen 
outing for a TV show. 
Spooks: The Greater 
Good transfers to 
cinemas with success. A 
powerful central turn 


from Peter Firth makes 
this engaging, twist- 
filled effort worth 
watching for both 
hardened fans and those 
who are uneducated in 
the ways of the show.

Council launches 
new 3G pitches... 

BUT ATHLETICS CLUB 
SAYS IT WILL LOSE OUT 


THE Vale Council has 
announced that it will be 
investing in five new all- 
weather 3G sports pitches, 
including one at Barry’s 
Jenner Park Stadium, to allow 
a greater number of teams of 
all ages and abilities to use the 
ground. 

The council will also be installing 
four five-a-side 3G pitches at the 
Colcot Sports Centre. However, 
athletics club Barry & Vale Harriers is 
opposed to the plan. 

Coun Gwyn John, cabinet member 
for visible services, said: “With this 
project, we are delivering yet more 
opportunities for people of all ages and 
abilities to get involved in sport in the 
Vale. 

“The plan that has been agreed by 
cabinet marks the start of an exciting 
sporting and community legacy project 
which will help us continue our work 
to regenerate Barry.” 

The council believes installation of 
the all-weather pitches will 
dramatically reduce the cost of 
maintaining and running both sites, 
and even greater savings may be 
possible if facilities were in future 
managed by an external partner, as is 
the case with the county’s leisure 
centres. This will now be investigated. 

A Barry & Vale Harriers 
spokeswoman said that the club had 
over 100 years association with Jenner 
Park and is completely opposed to the 
3G pitch. 


She continued: “Despite requesting 
several meetings with Vale councillors, 
and also Vale MP Alun Cairns, no-one 
from the Vale Council has been 
available to meet Barry & Vale 
Harriers, or Welsh Athletics, since the 
publication of the 3G Pitch Feasibility 
Report. 

“The council states that the athletics 
facilities will not be affected. Can the 
Vale Council offer us a training facility 
when construction begins in 12 weeks 
time, right in the middle of our 
competition season? 

“Can the Vale Council guarantee 
that Jenner Park will not lose any lanes 
of track? Can the Vale Council offer us 
a facility for javelin throwing? 

“For many years the athletics 
community has had to fight for money 
to be spent on the track at Jenner Park. 
Time and again we were told there was 
no money available and yet the Vale 
Council now has funding for several 
3G pitches at the Colcot and Jenner 
Park. 

“Jenner Park is a community facility 
not just a footballing one. The athletics 
community, which includes Welsh 
schools and Vale schools and disability 
sports groups, will suffer from the 
installation of a 3G pitch. 

“An on-line petition has been set up 
by Barry & Vale Harriers and over 500 
people have signed. We hope that more 
people will join us in opposing this 
decision. 

“Barry & Vale Harriers, along with 
Welsh Athletics, will continue to fight 
the decision.”

F or over 12 months,

A fter is 

months 
without a 
festival, we are at 
last gearing up for 
the 11th 

Cowbridge Food 
and Drink Festival. 

It has, of course, 
changed date from 
October half term to 
May half term, which 
may not guarantee sun, 
but will hopefully 
provide some better 
weather - and at least 
give our trusty 
volunteers and 
contractors, daylight to 
work in. 

The reason for the 
change was that ticket 
sales in October were 
incredibly weather- 
dependent and, frankly, 
the forecasted 
hurricanes of 2013 
(which didn’t really 
materialise) nearly 
finished us off. A few 
more years like that and 
our ability to stage and 
run the festival would 
have been gone. 

So the decision was 
made to move to May - 
as the summer months 
were already taken with 
weddings and other 
events - and the 


planning started in 
January 2014. Now here 
we are with, hopefully, 
a fresh spring in our 
step, with a different 
season of produce 
creating variety, but 
with many of our old 
favourites back. 

The addition of the 
Vale Forge site, has 
meant that we can 
create a’Food Court’ 
area, where the whole 
family can eat their 
preference, but sit 
together and enjoy the 
local music at our new 
entertainment gazebo. 

Ticket prices have 
remained the same this 
year, but we have 
become very modem (!) 
and set up an online 
bookings service which 
is proving popular. Our 
first tickets sold in 
January with a 10 per 
cent off promotion, and 
since then we have had 
a steady trickle - 
although tickets are, of 
course, available at the 
festival for each day 
and the weekend. 
Opening hours are now 
9.30am-5pm both days. 

As usual, we’d like 
to thank our sponsors, 
HSBC, who help us 
immensely over the

and ride, signage, 
marquees, electricity, 
press and marketing etc 
will not happen and the 
festival will cease to be. 

I have had an 
amazing 10 years 
working on the festival 
and have been proud to 
be its Chair. But now I 
feel the time has come 
to hand over the reins. 
Thanks to all the 
committee members 
that I’ve worked with 
over the years for such 
hard work though cold, 
dark and drizzly days 
and nights. 

It has been a 
thoroughly rewarding 
time and I hope that a 
suitable candidate can 
be found to take on this 
amazing event with an 
enthusiastic team and 
build for a great future^

A fter

completion of my A- 
Levels, I moved to 
London aged 18, to 
start my cooking 
career. 

Having worked part- 
time at Oscars 
Cowbridge, I was full of 
enthusiasm and eager to 
learn, but little did I 
know of what awaited 
me. 

My first job was under 
Marcus Wareing, the 2 
Michelin-starred chef, 
and current 'Masterchef 
Professionals’ judge, at 
his newly-opened 
restaurant. The Gilbert 
Scott. 

Looking back now, I 
am very grateful and 
appreciative of my time 
there, I met some great 
people and learnt about 
more than just food. Yet 
having gone from six 
hours a day in school to 
working 17 hours a day 
in a kitchen, I can safely

say I didn’t feel the same 
back then. 

For the first five 
months, I contemplated 
leaving at nearly every 
lam, for the train home, 
knowing that in five 
hours time. I’d be doing 
the very same journey in 
the opposite direction. As 
time goes on, the lack of 
sleep, the berating at 
work, (to put it politely) 
and the high pressured 
environment, just 
becomes part of what 
you do... it starts to 
become quite infectious. 

I learnt a great deal at 
The Gilbert Scott and by 
the end of my two and a 
half years there, I was 
running the sauce 
section; which is 
considered the most 
important in every 
kitchen. 

While there, I learnt to 
butcher the whole animal 
and the importance of 
using every part; there 
are far tastier things than 
a fillet! I believe my 
final six months at The 
Gilbert Scott to be the 
most important of my 
short career so far. 

Having done every 
section, it was time for a 
change. I was offered a 
position at the 2-star 
Michelin restaurant, ‘The 
Square’ in Mayfair. 

It was a step up in 
both the standard of 
cooking and the general 
intensity of six to eight 
months, learning the art 
of pastry and bread 
baking before moving 
into the main kitchen, 
where I would start to 
expand and refine my 
knowledge. 

From working in these 
restaurants, I have learnt 
to cook and eat with the 
British seasons, therefore 
gaining a deep respect 
for nature, and the 
stunning produce it 
provides us with. 

I believe that in 
supporting small, local 
producers and farmers, it 
will not only benefit the 
community and 
environment, but will 
also drastically improve 
the standard of food we 
eat.

Pork is a very highly used meat but I believe 
it to be very underrated, and not generally used to 
its full potential. I want to show everyone that 
there is much more to a pig than just bacon, and 
that when cooked in the right way, every part of 
the animal can taste amazing. 

I will be cooking over wood and coal, which 
will give the meat a lovely sweet and smoky 
flavour, whilst enhancing the natural taste. 

I’m very much looking forward to cooking for 
the Food Festival - it’s a great opportunity, not 
only to challenge myself, but also to introduce 
people to something different. 

Having enjoyed my past visits to Cowbridge

New strategy will 
tackle challenge 
of rising dementia 


WITH the number of people in 
Bridgend county borough with 
dementia predicted to rise to over 
3,000 by the year 2020, a new 
strategy has been created so that 
sufferers can receive the respect, 
help and support they need to 
enjoy a better quality of life. 

Cabinet members from Bridgend 
County Borough Council have given 
the go ahead for a consultation to be 
carried out on a draft ‘Dementia 
Strategy 2015 - 2018’, which has 
been prepared by the local authority 
together with colleagues from the 
ABMU Health Board. 

Service users, their families and 
carers, as well as other stakeholders, 
will all be asked for their views on the 
draft strategy which analyses the 
current provision, looks at the local 
and national challenges, and 
highlights key priorities for work to 
be undertaken over the next three 
years. 

The news comes ahead of this 
year’s Dementia Awareness Week - a 
national campaign which aims to 
spread the word that life doesn’t end 
when dementia begins. 

Coun Lyn Morgan, BCBC’s cabinet 
member for wellbeing, said: “In 2001, 
there were 1,461 people in Bridgend 
county borough who had been 
diagnosed with dementia, but that 
figure is expected to have doubled 
within the next five years. Also, recent 


research has found that the projected 
number of people with dementia here 
is greater than in many other local 
authorities elsewhere in Wales, so we 
do face some specific challenges. 

“It is our aim for this draft strategy 
to help enable a better quality of life 
for those people living with dementia, 
at whatever stage of their condition. 
People who need support and 
treatment should receive it at the right 
time, at the right place and from the 
right person. We want to make a 
positive difference for local people 
living with dementia, and for those 
who care for them.” 

Dementia describes the symptoms 
that occur when the brain is affected 
by certain diseases or conditions. The 
impact of dementia is significant, and 
there over 100 different types of 
dementia, although some are far more 
common than others. 

All types of dementia are 
progressive, which means that the 
person’s ability to remember, 
understand, communicate and reason 
gradually declines over time. 
However, many people with dementia 
can lead active and fulfilling lives for 
many years. 

“An early diagnosis is essential and 
this is one of the key priorities in the 
strategy. Improved training for those 
delivering care is also important, as is 
research.”

and Dolphin. Marguerite, 
who sustained some 


damage, retired before 
crossing the line. 

As the day progressed. 
The Peggy, Jan Roelan 
and Olga retired from the 
race with several crew 
members suffering from 
the heavy seas which on 
occasions swept right 
across the decks. 

Mascotte carried the 
ebb tide as far as 
Ilfracombe as the wind 
had eased she anchored 
for several hours until, 
with a fresh wind, she 
rounded the Horseshoe 


Buoy, the first mark, just 
after midnight, then 
sailed on to a buoy off 
Swansea. 

In the meantime, the 
only other boat left in the 
race was the 38 foot 
Dolphin built in 1909.

UR columnist 
Brian Lee, 
who has been 
writing about the 
Welsh horse racing 
scene for almost 
half-a-century, takes 
another look at 
some of his press 
clippings. 

A report of mine 
which appeared in the 
now sadly long defunct 
The Sporting Life, under 
the heading ‘Banned 
Bowles Goes To 
Ireland’, on June 4, 

1990, read: “Warned off 
Welsh trainer John 
Bowles is leaving 
Crickhowell to live in 
Ireland. Bowles, 46, 
failed in an Appeal 
Court bid last year to 
clear his name for his 
part in a ringer scandal 
10 years ago. He said: ‘I 
am going to live in a 
little place called 
Dooleek.’ 

“The former amateur 
rider added: “I am fed 
up with not being able to 
sWe in my son Lee’s 
success and not being 
able to take part in the 
sport I love.” 

“This season Lee 
Bowles has trained 11 
point-to-point winners 
and on Saturday he 
received the Belstaff 
Point-To-Point Owners’ 
Association Award, 
which he won with The 
Screamin Demon. He is 
also the owner trainer of 
Wales’ leading point-to- 
pointer Katesville. 

“Last season, John 
Bowles, who had been 
fined £500 for attending 
Cheltenham and point- 
to-points the previous 
year, defied a Jockey 
Club ban by attending 
point-to-point meetings. 
But this season he 
decided to stay away so 
that his son, as he put it, 
‘would not be hounded.’ 

“Bowles lost his 
trainers’ licence in 1980 
and was declared a 
disqualified person for 
20 years after a jury 
found that in 1978 he 
had switched his 10- 


year-old In The Money 
with Cobbler’s March, a 
winner of six races, in a 
selling hurdle at Newton 
Abbot’s Bank Holiday 
Monday meeting. 

“Bowles said he 
would only return home 
from time to time to take 
care of his business 
interests.” 

Bowles died in 
Ireland last year, but his 
remains were returned to 
Crickhowell for burial. I 
remember on one 
occasion at the Talybont 
Hunt Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases, when 
Bowles had been banned 
from attending meetings, 
I walked into the 
sponsors’ tent only to 
find him sitting at a table 
drink in hand and 
holding court with some 
of the officials. Seeing 
me, he shouted out: 
“Brian, you wrote some 
terrible things about me 
in the paper.” 

Sadly, as a result of a 
race riding accident, 
Andrew James is 
wheelchair-bound but he 
is always in good spirits 
and delights in taking 
the mick out of me every 
time he sees me on the 
racecourse. 

Under the heading 
“Farrier James Rides His 
50th Winner” alongside 
a handsome head and 
shoulder picture of him, 

I informed readers of a 
local paper: 
“Abergavenny farrier 
Andrew James, 31, 
chalked-up his 50th 
winner when winning 
the Charlie Knipe 
Hunter Chase at 
Hereford races last 
Saturday, on Harold 
Morris’s Dashalong. 
James, who has ridden 
48 winners between-the- 
flags, was landing his 
second under Rules.” 

James said: 

“Dashalong hit the first 
fence very hard and 
made the birch fly in all 
directions, but he’s a 
clever jumper and we 
were able to make nearly 
all the running.” 

Dashalong won by 
three lengths from John

James can 
be forgiven if he had 
cause to feel some slight 
embarrassment in 
beating Mr Edwards’ 
horse into second place. 
For it was James who, in 
his role as farrier, shod 
Wally Wrekin before the 
race.’ 

Welsh point-to-pointer 
Timber Tool, owned by 
Bill Evans and his wife 
Mary, the former Mrs 
Rhys Williams of 
Llancarfan who rode 
successfully in point-to- 
points herself, came in 
for some stick in The 
Sporting Life Point-To- 
Point Annual and it 
made me see red. 

So under the heading 
‘Pot Hunting Timber 
Tool’ I wrote: “In his 
article on the 10 best 
point-to-pointers of last 
season, Jonathan 
Neesom writes: ''Timber 
Tool is the first winner 
of the Daily Telegraph 
Cup, the new sponsors 
of the trophy for the 
horse who wins the most 
point-to-points in a 
season. It is a fact that 
horses who aim for this 
title inevitably do their 
share of ‘pot hunting’, 
and Timber Tool, in 


truth, beat little in seven 
of his 11 wins (including 
a walk-over).” 

I wrote: “It is grossly 
unfair of Mr Neesom to 
suggest that Timber 
Tool’s connections were, 
as he puts it, ‘pot 
hunting’. Timber Tool 
took on all comers and 
set a record of sorts by 
winning every men’s 
open race that took place 
during the season in the 
west Wales area. 
Furthermore, I recall 
Mrs Evans, wife of the 
owner Bill Evans, telling 
me that they didn’t want 
to win the Daily 
Telegraph Trophy by a 
walk-over and that is 
why they made their 
long trip to Devon at the 
end of the season when 
the championship trophy 
had already been won, 
so to speak. 

“In the event. Timber 
Tool had 11 wins 
(including that walk¬ 
over) to the West 
Country’s Gerry Doyle’s 
nine wins”. 

To be fair to Mr 
Neesom, he did have 
some nice things to say 
about Timber Tool. Eor 
instance: “However, the 
manner of his racing 
does him credit. On 
nine of his 10 wins he 
recorded the fastest time

the meeting, blazing a 
trail from flag fall and 
defying the opposition to 
stay with him.” 

My good friend 
Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn earned the 
wrath of officials at the 
Tredegar Farmers 
meeting and under the 
heading ‘Stewards 
Summon Jockey’ I 
wrote: “Reigning Welsh 
champion John 
Llewellyn was called 
before the stewards for 
excessive use of the 
whip at the Tredegar 
Farmers Hunt Point-To- 
Point after winning the 
men’s open race on the 
Tredegar mare. Miss 
Daffodil. He was given a 
warning and the incident 
has been reported to the 
Jockey Club. Miss 
Daffodil, owned by 
Mark Dent, won by 
three quarters of a length 
from Lord Charles after 
the pair had raced neck 
and neck along the run- 
in.” 

I also reported that 
Tim Jones had 
recaptured his Welsh 


riders’ 

championship title and 
that “he has ridden 20 
winners this season, 
including two under 
rules”. 

Tim won the 
members’ race on Tudor 
Girl and the maiden on 
Goodbye Roscoe. I also 
reported that Answer To 
Prayer, owned by 
Pontypridd bookmaker 
Tony Jeffries and ridden 
by the Vale’s Gavin 
Hughes, aged 18, won 
the adjacent hunts’ race. 

Gavin was riding his 
first winner and it was at 
this meeting that 
Bridgend’s Paul Hamer 
chalked-up his 97th 
winner when Len 
Harkins’s West Palm 
beat sole rival Little 
Herbert in the restricted. 

Tim Rooney had good 
cause to remember the 
1990 season as “The 
likeable 34-year-old 
farrier had a fall from 
Gunmetal Boy at the 
Ystrad which put him 
out for the season. Tim, 


who with 17 wins 
behind him was on 
course to take John 
Llewellyn’s Welsh 
record of 20 in a season. 
He was also challenging 
Philip Scholfield for the 
national title. Tim broke 
two bones in his right 
foot.” 

Under the heading 
‘Brilliant Evan Takes 
Honours’, this is what I 
had to say about present 
day National Hunt 
trainer, Llancarfan’s 
Evan Williams: 
“Nineteen-year-old Evan 
Williams earned the 
highest praise when he 
landed the Point-To- 
Point Owners’ 
Association race on 
Little Herbert at the 
Gelligaer Farmers’ Hunt 
Steeplechases. Despite 
losing his irons and reins 
when over-jumping at 
the last fence alongside 
Musical Shadow, Evan, 
from the Vale, somehow 
got back into the race 
and, in an exciting finish 
managed to get the 
former show-jumper 
back into the race and 
won by a neck. The 
Vale’s Kevin Cousins 
scored a shock in the 
maiden when winning 


on 20-1 shot Crown 
Royale and John 
Llewellyn rode his 15 th 
winner of the season 
when Timber Tool won 
the men’s open. 

I also reported that: 
"Timber Tool failed to 
make it 10 wins in a row 
when beaten by 
Katesville at the 
Llangeinor held at St 
Mary’s Hill, near 
Bridgend. Ridden by 
usual pilot Tim Rooney, 
Timber Tool set a 
relentless gallop which 
soon had the field of 
nine runners - apart 
from Katesville - trailing 
in his wake. 

“At one stage, around 
four fences from home, 
it looked as though 
Timber Tool was going 
to get clear of 
Katesville. However, 
Katesville’s rider Tim 
Jones, conjured up a 
good run out of the nine- 
year-old and taking the 
lead two fences from 
home, went on to score 
by two lengths.”
